The annual convention of the teach- 
ers of the Wetaskiwin Inspectorate 
was held in the Alexandra school, We- 
taskiwin, on Thursday and Friday of 
last week. Thé convention was one 
of the best ever held in this inspec- 
torate, as the attendance almost 
reached the hundred mark, and the 
keenest interest was taken in the 
proceedings throughout. 


The first session opened Thursday 
morning with the. singing of “O, Can- 
ada,” which was followed by a few 
words of welcome to the visitors by 
the president, Mrs. Munn. Addresses 
of welcome were also given by Mayor 
Montgomery, Mr. Duncan MacEach- 
ern, chairman of the public school 
board, and Mr. J. J. Christopher, 
chairman of the separate school 
board.

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CORRESPONDENCE 
COURSE GIVEN BY 
THE UNIVERSITY 


In view of the widespread interest 
and active participation in the corres- 
pondence courses in Economics, 
conducted by the Department of Ex. 
tension of the University of Alberta 
during the past two years, and in re- 
sponse to requests from correspond- 
ence students for more advanced 
work, it has been decided to offer this 
season a third course in “Money and 
Banking,” in addition to those prev- 
fously conducted in “Principles of Po- 
litical Economy” and “Economics. of 
Agriculture.” 

The aim of these extension courses 
is to make available to individuals or 
groups within the province, who are 
desirous of pursuing systematic stud- 
ies in economic and sociological sub- 
jects, but who are unable on account 
of“age, distance, or occupational re- 
sponsibilities to attend the University, 
the opportunity of carrying on such 
work at home, under the direction of 
& University instructor. 


TWO WEEKS TO SEE 
THRESHING ENDED 


_—— 


Winnipeg, Oct. 21.—According to 
the weekly crop report of the Cana: 
dian Pacific Railway, threshing was 
resumed toward the end of the week 
and good progress is generally re- 
ported. On account of the prolonged 
wet period lately experienced, many 
of the eastern harvesters returned 
home and a shortage of help is anti- 
cipated in many districts. The situ- 
ation, however, will to some extent, 
adjust itself as outfits which have fin- 
ished their threshing have released 
men for work in other localities. Fall 
rye seeding is in progress where the 
threshing has been completed and 
some plowing is being done, It is not 
expected that the latter operation 


the delay in commencement, unless 
the next three or four weeks favor 
the farmers with good open weather 
and no severe frosts. 

Manitoba—Good dry weather. Grain 
in stook is rapidly becoming fit for 
threshing which was resumed gener- 
ally on Thursday last. According to 
reports the grain has not been damag- 
ed very materially by recent wet wea- 
ther, though, of course, there is con- 
siderable toughening with a reduction 
in the grade. 

Fifty-five per cent of the threshing 
is completed. 

Saskatchewan—Threshing is again 
in full swing under the most ideal 
conditions, most machines re-com- 
mencing on the nineteenth. Approxi- 
mately 65 to 75 per cent of the thresh- 
ing is done to date, and as the grain 
is in good condition it is expected 
progress will be rapid from now on. 
Considering the drenching the stooks 
received there is surprisingly little 
damage done to the grain, and this 
principally confined to toughening, 
though one or two reports of sprout- 
ing in the stooks have been received. 

Alberta — Weather conditions are 
now entirely favorable and threshing 
is being carried on vigorously. Ten 
days or two weeks’ good weather 
should practically see all the grain 
through the machines. To date 80 
per cent of the crop in the south has 
been threshed and 50 per cent in the 
most northerly sections of the pro- 
vince. 

The corn crop, owing to the very 
wet, cool season, is much below us- 
ual, and taking the province over it 
is only 75 per cent of last year and 
not of the best quality. 

Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia railway—The weather im- 
proved during the week and threshing 
has been resumed generally, A week 
or ten days should see the grain 
threshed. Wheat continues to come 
into the elevators in considerable vol- 
ume, a large percentage of it, how- 
ever, grading tough. 

TERRIFIC GAS PRESSURE 
LIFTS CASING OUT OF

After being capped with a 2,000 
valve on Saturday afternoon and re- 
pounds, the highest ever recorded in 
gistering a rock pressure of 1,200 
Alberta, the Number 4 wet gas well 
of the Royalite company at Black 
Diamond, broke from 
shot valve and casing nearly to the 
top of the derrick.

After the minutes M the last regu- 
lar meeting had been read and adept- 
ed Dr. Gundeson addressel connes! 
respecting one of his paticnis, asking 
council’s assistaucs in securing suit- 
able attendants for his case. After 
hearing the details of the case, it was 
decided to leava the matter to Kk, M. 
Angus, J.P. 

Dr, A. S. McColgan, medical health 
officer, reported only one case of 
quarantine—a case of scarlet feyer. 

J. Johnson Sald interviewed coun- 
cil regarding his business tax, and 
owing to the special: circumstances of 
the case, it was decided: that the ar- 
rears and balance of 1924 business 
taxes amounting ‘to. $35.35 be written 
off and the sum of $5.00 be accepted 
as payment in full, 

The offer of E..H. L. Thomas to 
rent city property on west Railway 
Street was left to the public property 
committee and the city solicitor, 

The taxes on the property of Mr. 
Richardson, of Chicago, was made the 
same as last year, providing he ac- 
cepts the lots given in exchange by 
the city for his former lots in the 
cancelled subdivision. 

It was moved-that the annual fee of 
$15.00 be paid to the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities. 

The mayor and. secretary were ap- 
pointed delegates = to represent the 
council at the convention of the Un- 
ion of Alberta Municipalities, and they 
outline any resolutions that may be 
found necessary to place before the 
convention.

Schreifels submitted by Mr. Knox 
was referred to the finance commit- 
tee and the city solicitor, for inspec- 
tion, and report to couneil. 

The report of the police committee 
recommending that the salary of the 
chief constable be increased to $125 
per month, commencing Noy. 1st, was 
adopted. 

The following accounts were passed 
for payment: General $170.95; Electric 
light $507.92; Waterworks, $3.56; Sup- 
plementary $281.02. 

An account of Ed. Reynolds of $20 
for’ service in connection with gas 
wells was referred to the gas well 
committee. 

An account of Chas. Kolb of $12 for 
painting signs for auto camp was pass- 
ed. 

The chairman of the light and water 
committee was asked to see that an 
outside water connection be discon- 
nected, 

Old arrears of light and water of 
parties who haye left the city were re- 
commended to be written off by the 
light and water committee, and bal- 
ance of arrears be referred to city sol- 
icitor for collection. 

The finance committee recommend- 
ed that a list of old tax arrears be 
written off. 

It was moved that the city ex- 
change one lot next to John Asp’s 
residence for two lots offered by him. 

The public works committee report- 
ed that part of Dickson Avenue had 
been raised and the sewer properly 
covered to prevent danger from frost, 
and that east Railway street was now 
being graded. 

A resident who wished his auto tax 
rebated will be informed that the coun- 
cil cannot make any reduction. 

Bylaw No. 492, authorizing sale of 
lots to Mrs. Ben Portiss was read 
three times and finally passed, 

Bylaw No. 493 authorizing payment 
of the annual indemnity to the mayor 
and aldermen was read three times 
and finally passed. 

The Wetaskiwin Tennis Club_ will 
be allowed the use of the city lots 
in block 52 on condition that the club 
would pay the city. taxes cach year 
on the lots used. 

The Wetaskiwin Recreation Club 
will be allowed free water during the 
winter months for the juvenile skat- 
ing rink on Pearce St. W.

Strathcona Man Was 
Accidentally Killed 


Without having recovered conscious- 
ness following injuries received at 
the Granite Curling rink Saturday 
morning, Norman Cuthbertson, well 
known south side contractor, passed 
away at the University hospital short- 
ly after twelve o'clock Saturday 
night. The accident took place at 
nine o'clock while the roof of the 
eastern end of the rink was being rais- 
ed preparatory to erecting a second 
story waiting room. Mr. Cuthbert- 
son, who was one of the most enthus- 
iastic members of the club, had vn- 
dertaken the work at a low tender, 
and was supervising the building him- 
self. He was standing on the scaf- 
folding while the portion of the rot 
was being hoisted with a block and 
tackle. Suddenly a stay broke and 
the heavy timber crashed to the 
ground, catching him underneath and 
carrying him to the wooden sidewalk 
which was broken by the foree of 
the fall. When he was removed from 
under the debris it was seen that he 
had been seriously hurt and he was 
hurried to the hospital where a con- 
sultation of physicians was at once 
held. During the afternoon an opera- 
tion was performed in an attempt to 
save his life but the skull had been 
fractured and he had also received 
internal injuries. Death came shortly 
after midnight—Journal,

At the regular weekly meeting of 
the Kiwanis club on Tuesday evening 
the speaker was Professor Samuel 
Laycock, Ph.D., of the Alberta Univer- 
sity, who brought before the club the 
new and interesting subject of Intel- 
ligence Tests. 

He spoke of the three stages of ed- 
ucation through which the world has 
passed. The first centering around 
the 5th century, B.C. — the age of 
Plato, Aristotle, and the great Greek 
minds of that time. The second, the 
period of the Renaissance, and the 
third the present, when education 


1,420 Candidates 
Nominated to Run 
For British House 


London, Oct. 19.—The 1,420 candi- 
dates nominated for parliament yes- 
terday comprise the following party 
classification: Conservatives, 532; 
Constitutionalists, 7; Liberals, 341; 
Laborites, 601; Cooperatives, 9; Com- 
munists, 8; Independents, 12; Repub- 
licans, 7; Sinn Fein, Nationalists and 
Prohibitionists, one each. 

Because of the large number of the 
Liberal withdrawals, there will be 
straight fights between Conserva- 
tives and Laborites in no less than 
247 contests. Moreover, owing to last 
hour party activity in nominating 
extra candidates, chiefly by the La- 
bor party, there will be more triangu- 
lar fights than was expected—227, 
distributed as follows:~ London, - 33; 
English boroughs 71; English coun- 
ties, 104; with the remainder in 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland. 

Thus, three cornered fights are 
distributed over the whole kingdom 
and make the outcome of the elec- 
tions very difficult to predict. 

There are 41 women candidates, 
Labor supplying a majority of them, 
22, to be exact, while the Conserva- 
tives have nominated 12, the Liberals 
6 and the Independents one. Lady 
Astor, the Duchess of Athol, Lady 
Terrington and all the: women mem- 
bers of the last parliament are seek- 
ing reelection. The other women 
candidates include many well known 
in the women’s movement. 


24,486 CANADIANS CAME 
BACK TO DOMINION FROM 
STATES IN SIX MONTHS 


Ottawa, Oct. 21.—Canadians to the 
number of 27,486 returned io Canada 
from the United States during the 
first half of the present fiseal year, 
according to immigration department 
figures. Of this number, 23,141 were 
Canadian born citizens, 2,632 were 
British subjects who had acquired 
domicile in Canada and later moved 
to the United States, and 1,713 natur- 
alized Canadian citizens. 

The statement of the department 
shows a falling off of ten per cent 
in immigration from all countries to 
Canada during the first half of the 
present fiscal year as compared with 
the same period a year ago. Total im- 
migration up to September 30 of the 
present year was 85,212 persons from 
all countries. Immigrants came from 
eat Britain to the number of 42,788, 
from the United States 10,165, and 
from other countries 32,269. During 
the first half of the fiscal year, 1923- 
24 total immigration was 94,338, div- 
ided as follows: British, 51,191; Unt- 
‘ted States, 18,055; other countries, 
29,317,

enters a purely scientific stage. 

It is only during the last ten years 
that the system of measuring intelli- 
gence has been invented and carried 
to its present degree of perfection. 
The idea of discovering the mental 
age apart from the chronological age, 
is quite new. We are now working 
under a new type of examination and 
a new scale in education. 

By the examination of many thou- 
sands of children in the United States 
by exactly the same sets of questions 
it has become possible to standardize 
the intelligence age levels and chil- 
dren can now be graded according to 
this definite classification, as idiots, 
imbeciles, morons, dull normal, normal 
superior intelligence, genius. 

The speaker gave a brief outline of 
the questions asked under the var- 
ious tests and referred to the use 
made of this method in grading mil- 
lions of men in the American army 
during the great war. Also the use 
being made of it in the schools of our 
own country. 

Prof. Laycock is rapidly becoming 
recognized as one of the outstanding 
Canadian authorities on modern edu- 
cation methods, and is the compiler 
of the Laycock System of Intelligence 
Grading. Tho local Kiwanians were 
much favored in having him as their 
guest. 

During the evening several visitors 
wore introduced to the club, and Rev. 
Father Walravens was constituted a 
member of the club. Kiwanian W. H. 
Odell presided.

BAD GUN MISHAP 
AT SYLVAN LAKE 


Red Deer, Oct. 20—Joseph Cochet, 
living at Slyvan Lake, was the victim 
of a serious accident on Thursday 
afternoon, which may cost him his 
right leg.

| OUR TRIP TO EUROPE 


APA AAA OIII A MMOoS 


(Continued from last~ week) 


On Saturday morning, July 26th, 
when we awoke, we found that our 
boat, the Montlaurier, had anchored 
off the coast of Ireland, and we were 
about thirteen miles from the city of 
Belfast. No privilege accorded the 
party of Canadian editors during the 
entire trip was more appreciated than 
when the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Steamship authorities made arrange- 
ments to hold our steamer at Bel- 
fast for one day to enable us to visit 
that city. We felt very sorry for the 
rest of the passengers because per- 
mits were issued for our party only 
and they were obliged to remain on 
board and were quite iucensed at the 
delay. But in the end they had ne 
ground for complaint, as ithe Mont- 
laurier 1eacher Quebe? hertor ahead 
of seheduie. The stoop was made at 
Belfast at the request of the Belfast | 
nwspapers and authorities, who were 
determined that we should visit their 
city. 

But just imagine trying to see Ire: 
land, “the emerald gem set {n a sil- 
yer sea,” in a few hours. As we near- 
ed’ the wharf, we passed vast ship- 
building quays, where some of the 
largest ocean going vessels have been 
built. The Titanic and the Lusitania, 
both ill-fated boats, were built here. 

Nowhere was our welcome more 
cordial than in Belfast. From = the 
time we landed at the Donegal Quay, 
until the Lord. Mayor in person said 
goodbye to us at the same place, we 
were treated with the utmost kind- 
ness. We were given a delightful 
drive around the city, when we saw 
the York St. linen mill, the largest 
of its kind in the world; fine churches 
parks, university buildings, in fact, 
everything which goes to make up an 
enterprising and progressive city. We 
got a glimpse of the renowned jaunt- 
ing car, too. 

At the Y.M.C.A. we were the guests 
at luncheon of the Ulster district of 
the Institute of Journalists, which 
was presided over by Mr. Thos. Boyd, 
of the Ballymena Weekly Telegraph. 

We were glad to know that Ulster 
is such a loyal state. The south is 
always at war, torn by civic strife, 
and never seem to get anywhere with 
it all, or really know what they 
want, One of our hosts said: ‘All 
they seem to want is to be left alone 
in peace to fight it out.” The north 
has remained loyal to the Mother 
country, and spends its time enlarg- 
ing its enterprises and building up a 
stronger country. 

After luncheon, some of the party 
went to the Seamen’s church, where 
we found a good spot to witness the 
royal procession when the Duke and 
Duchess of York passed on their way 
to the harbor, The city was gay 
with flags and bunting in honor of 
the royal guests, who had been on a 
visit to Belfast during the week, when 
they unveiled the new university war 
menforial and laid) the foundation 
stone of the new city art gallery and 
museum. 

The Belfast city hall, where a_re- 
ception was held during the after 
noon, was one of the finest structures 
wo saw on the entire trip. It = fs 
practically all built of marble, the 
most of it being in Italian, and the 
pillars, Grecian marble, whieh — is 
greenish grey, with white veinings. 
It is the most beautiful marble we 
ever saw, and all the more valuable 
because it is impossible to procure it 


now, 

Belfast is quite a modern city, and 
has none of the earmarks of antiquity. 
A century ago it had a population of 
about 30,000; today it has nearly 500,- 
000, With few natural advantages. it 
owes its growth and prominence to 
energy and enterprise of its citizens. 
it is the great centre of the linen 
trade and has the largest linen fac- 
tory in the world, In all, there are 
in the Belfast district about — fifty 
spinning mills with over a million 
spindles, and more than one hundred 
weaving factories with nearly 40,000 
looms, giving employment to over 60,- 
000 hands. During the war, all the 
linen for the British aeroplanes was 
manufactured there. Belfast also has 
the largest tobacco factory in the 
world, that of Messrs, Gallaher. 

Some of the members of the party 
went to the office of the Belfast Tele- 
graph, which was inspected with much 
interest. One of the labor-saving de- 
vices was a machine for automatic: 
ally writing out on the typewriter, 
dispatches received over the — tele: 
graph wires. The dispatches are 
punched out on tape, which is then 
fed into a special typewriter, which 
spells out the words without human 
intervention, In London, some of our 
party had been shown a machine for 
writing direct off the wire. The next 
thing will be to operate the linotype 
by electricity, and = eliminate man 
power altogether, The Telegraph is 
credited with the largest circulation 
of any paper in Ireland and was the 
first halfpenny paper in the country, 
It now sells for three-halfpence, The 


proprietor is Sir Robert Laird, who 
was one of those most anxious that 
we should visit Belfast, and who de- 
voted himself assiduously to our en- 
tertainment, comingouttomeetus 
tertainment, coming out to meet us 
on the tender which conveyed us 
from the big boat, and remained with 
us practically all day, notwithstand- 
ing the demands made upon him on 
account of the royal visit. 

But evening came all too soon and 
we were obliged to leave for the boat 
and proceed on our voyage home- 
ward, We were very loathe to leave 
Ireland because we felt that we had 
only a fleeting glimpse of it and that 
the people whom we met were so kind 
‘ve should like to have known them 
better. The final mark of distinction 
conferred upon us was when Sir Wil- 
Ham Turner, the Lord Mayor, and 
Lady Turner, with several members 
of their household, came down to the 
quay and shook hands with every mem- 
ber of the party as they got on the 
tender and bid them goodbye and 
God speed, 

As the shore receded from amt 
view we waved a last goodbye to the 
dear old Motherland, with a sigh of 
regret that our wonderful visit was 
at an end, but with a sigh of satis- 
faction, too, in view of the fact that 
it could not have been pleasanter. 
We soon boarded the good ship Mont- 
laurier, which raised her anchor and 
turned her prow westward towards 
Canada--and) we were homeward) 
bound. We were favored with fair 
weather and the ship made a quick! 
passage, but nevertheless, the time 
went slowly. This may be accounted 
for partly owing to the fact that our 
days were twenty-five hours long, 
whereas going over they were only 
twenty-three hours and twenty min- 
utes. Very few of our party were 
siek, but all suffered more or less 
from the cold, as we took the north: | 
arn passage, and entered the Straits | 
of Belle Isle. One of the party said 
that the next time she went across 
she would ask the captain not to go 
quite so close to the north pole. We 
had a very jolly time on our return, | 
the pastimes being dancing on the 
deck, playing bridge, and singing the 
old melodious songs, and some new 
ones. We learned this new one from 
an Irishman who escorted us on the! 
tender; and it became very popular: 
Take me back to -Donagh-a-dee; 


‘| Donagh-a-dee is my home; 


Take me back to Donagh-a-dee, 
Far over the foam. 
I'd rather sit by my own peat fire 
Than lve in your smoky town; 
So take me back to Donagh-a-dee, 
In dear old county Down. 
Tra-la-la! Tra-la-lee! 
For it’s five miles from 
Donagh-a-dee. 

We encountered very little fog and 
no icebergs.

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National Poppy 
Day Campaign 

As each successive anniversary of 
Armistice Day has passed, the senti- 


ment has become among the peoples 
of the allied nations, more evident 


‘showing the reverence in the hearts 


of the people for the heroic dead who 
made peace possible. 

The children of the devastated area 
of France gave the nucleus of this 
idea which has rapidly gained recog- 
nition until not only Canada but in 
Britain, France, Italy, and the United 
States the poppy is worn in memor- 
fam of “In Flanders’ Fields the Pop- 
pies Grow”, when they gathered the 
little red poppies and decorated the 
graves of the fallen heroes near their 
homes.

Canada. D. B. Dowling, of the geolog- 
ical survey of Canada, in the “Coal 
Resources of the World,” has estimat- 
ed that Alberta contains an actual re- 
serve of over 385,000 million tons and 
a probable reserve of about 674,000 
million tons. This makes a total re- 
serve for the province of considerably 
over 1,000,000 million tons. 


A close geological survey of the 
Drumheller area, one of the principal 
producing areas of Alberta, shows that 
it alone will be equal to the needs of 
many future generations. The yield, 
it is estimated will amount to approx- 
{mately 1,200 tons per acre foot with 
an aggregate of ten feet of workable 
coal over at least 6,000 acres. Geo- 
logists estimate the reserve amount 
to nearly, 100 million tons. 

With reserves such as these, it 
may be confidently predicted that coal 
mining in Alberta is only in its in- 
fancy. The industry began in 1881 
when coal was dug from the banks 
of the river at Lethbridge. A little

From 
this small beginning the industry has 
grown till today there are 380 mines 
in operation, producing in the neigh-

Post war conditions and 
labor troubles in the United States 
in recent years have so increased the 
cost of United States anthracite, the 
fuel which has until lately almost 
monopolized the market in Central 
Canada, that an opening was created 
for the Alberta product in this popu- 
lous area. Experimental shipments 
were made to Ontario and the public 
was convinced that Alberta coal was 
a desirable domestic fuel. Freight 
rates were high, however, and the 
question was, could it compete with 
United States anthracite when con- 


on coal from Alberta to Ontario to $7 
a ton in an effort to encourage and 
popularize its use east of the Great 
Lakes. The continuation of this low 
rate, it was intimated, was conditional 
on the operators likewise reducing 
their rates in order to extend the 
market. Unfortunately, production 
costs due to the large number of 
mines operating only a part of the 
year and the ease with which ' new 
mines may be opened when demand 
increases, have always been compara- 
tively high. This season further com- 
plications have been injected into 
the problem by serious labor trou- 
bles. In the Drumheller district, for 
instance, the cutput for March was 
only 85 per cent of normal. Of 22 
mines only three worked continuous- 
ly and these were forced to close for 
two or three days per week during 
the first three months of the present 
year. In District No. 18, one of the 
large producing districts in Alberta, 
the operators claim that wages 
amount to 65 per cent of the total 
cost of production.

world hunching their snow-clad shoulders about its 
cows of trim brown houses, lies the picturesque town 
of Glacier on the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway through British Columbia, Three and a 
half miles distant from this little construction centre, 
which has virtually been called into being. through 
the lining of the Connaught Tunnel, hangs the great 
Ilecillewaet Glacier on the slopes of Mount Mac. 
donald and two miles nearer nestles Glacier House, 
the annual mecca of thousands of summer tourists, 

Few vf the surrounding peaks at Glacier are less 
than 9,000 fect in altitude. The famous Cheops, 
Mount Sir Donald, Ross, Eagle and Abbott Peaks en- 
circle the little settlement. In winter time a blanket 
of snow enfolds town and mountains slike. In spring 
the brilliant yellow slide lilies follow the ever-reced- 
ing snow line as it climbs higher and higher up the 
mountain sides. Life is enlivened in the summer 
time by the crowds of guests who throng Glacier 
House and transforms the scene again with generous 
splashes of oratge, crimson and russet. 

Common interest in the great engineering project 

‘ under way has brought about a very definite com- 
munity spirit at Glacier. For almost every young- 
ster’s daddy works in the big tunnel in one or other 
of the various branches of work which the lining de- 
mands, and every household is regulated by a schedule 
of working hours which begin at 5 a.m. and end at 
1.15. Half a hundred children attend the little brown 
schvo] house and various clubs for the grown-ups 
provide interests of a recreational and cultural 
nature. 

Engineers, foremen, carpenters, machinists, drillers, 
electricians, laborers and train crews make up the 
Wage earners among the 600 residents of Glacier. 
Single men live in a well ordered camp. Here, as in 
the little homes where the men with families live, all 
the conveniences of a modern city are enjoyed includ- 
ing electric lights and running water piped from a 
nearby mountain stream, 

The lining of this five mile tunnel, the longest 
on the American continent, with a steel reinforced 
concrete jacket represents one of the most interesting 
engineering projects now under way anywhere in the 
world. 

Beneath 6,U00 feet of mountain the Connaught 
Tunnel cuts under Mount Maledonald between the sta- 
tions of Connaught and Glacier. With the opening 
of this underground short-cut in 1916 the Canadi 
Pacifi: Railway overcame the many difficulties wv 
the old Rogers Pass route had presented. Tra 
eurvature to an amount corresponding to seven com- 
plete cireles was eliminated; the summit attained by 
the Railway was reduced by 552 feet; the trackage 
was shortened by four and a half miles and more 
than four miles of snow sheds which had been neces- 
sary on the slopes of Mount Macdonald were dis- 
pensed with.

The lining of the “big hole” was begun in 1920 
and when this work is completed the Connaught 
Tunnel will stand as one of the finest and most com- 
plete engineering jobs in the universe. Undertaken 
in the name of safety, the Connaught Tunnel has 
always been a “safety first” proposition. Throughout 
its construction days, during the eight years it has 
been in operation and the four years that it has 
already taken to line it, it has been singularly free 
trom accident, 


Nearly 500,000 sacks of Canadian cement will 
have gone into the lining of the Connaught Tunnel 
when it is finished. Practically all the machinery 
used in the work is Canadian made, including the 
huge compressors and powerful motors, The four 
types of reinforced stee) collapsible forms, which are 
used in the various stages of the lining process, came 
from a western Canadian plant and the Sydney E. 
Junkins Company, B.C., Limited, construction engi- 
neers are in charge of its lining. 

The tunnel’s concrete jacket is completed in sec- 
tions 22 feet long, each section taking about four or 
five days to prepare, when it is sometimes necessary 
to do considerable blasting, one day ‘to fil] with con- 
vrete and three days in which to set. Six complete 
sets of forms are at work within the tunnel which 
means a completed section for eviyy working day in 
the week, or a total of 132 feet in six days 

More than 100 powerful flood lainps illuminace the 
tunnel] at these six working points. Owing to the 
remarkable ventilating system, which in itself is one 
of the most interesting and important features of 
the tunnel, working conditions are excellent. At the 
western porta) two great steel fans, driven by two 
500 hp. four cylinder semi-Diesc] engines, turn at 
the rate of 255 revolutions a minute driving a brisk 
breeze through the five-mile length of this great 
underground passage. The ventilation thus created 
makes it possible for trains to pass through the tun- 
ne] with practically no discomfort to passengers and 
for workmen to remain at their tasks fo: eight con- 
secutive hours without detriment to health or vigor. 

One comes upon many surprising things in the 
course of a walk through the great double-tracked 
tunnel. Grains of wheat fallen from the thousands 
of cars of Canada’s 1924 bumper erop which have 
passed through on their way to the port of Vancouver 
have taken root for many yards within each portal 
and the tiny field raice ever in search of provender 
scamper across the tracks within the very heart of 
the tunnel At two points in the tunnel wall doors 
lead through the solid quartaite ruck to the ploncer 
bore and here in this miniature tunnel! one finds two 
brilliantly illuminated and immaculate — “white 
lunches." White capped chefs preside in these under- 
ground restaurants dispensing steaming bowls of 
soup and fragrant coffee to the small army of workers 
who are bringing to completion the lining of the 
Connaught Tunnel, 


GREAT CHANGES 
AT VIMY RIDGE 


Quebec, Oct. 20.—That surprising 
changes have taken place in the vicin- 
ity of Vimy Ridge and other parts 
of the French and Belgian battlefields 
since the ending of the war, changes 
that astonish Canadian soldiers who 
have had a chance to re-visit the 
scenes of the conflict, was the gist of 
a statement by Brig.General H. TT. 
Hughes, chief engineer of the Cana- 
dian Battlefield Memorial commission, 
who has returned to Canada to make 
an official report to headquarters at 
Oitawa. 

General Hughes said that five im- 


portant contracts were now nearing 


completion. These included a road 
across Hill 145, Vimy Ridge. The 
other developments were memorial 


parks at St. Julien, Bourlon Wood, 
Courcelette and La Quesnal Wood, as 
well as other minor work. 


“In building the road across Vimy 
Ridge,” stated General Hughes, “we 
unearthed a German tunnel which had 
never been discovered. We also 
came across other evidence of Ger- 
man work during the time they occu- 
pled the ridge.” 

It was learned that the principal 
work next year will be at Vimy Ridge 
where a suitable memorial will be 
erected.

mare” and make this a target for 
their sickles; he ‘who so threw his 
sickle as to cut the mare down had 
the prize, aiid shouts and general 
good cheer; and the “mare” would 
be sent on, emblem at once of a brag 
and a taunt, to the next farmer who 
had not yet reaped his cornu. 

Older farmers of Sussex remember 
a merry old custom observed at the 
end of harvest, called “The Hollering 
Pat.” The laborers would assemble 
in the evenirg, and chant this ditty, 
all standing in a ring: 

We've plow’d, we've sow’d, we've 
reap'd, we've mow’d, 
We've carried the last load, and 
ne’er overthrow’d! 
Hip, hip, Harvest Home! 

Every man was then treated to a 
pint of strong beer, but the custom 
was omitted if a load had been over- 
thrown. Those were the good old 
days! 

In Sussex, another well remembered 
feature of harvest is the “Whistling 
Song,” beginning “There was an old 
farmer in Sussex did dwell,” as sung 
at the harvest supper. Each of the 
interminable verses is given as a solo 
to the old tune of “Lillibulero” con- 
tinued by a chorus of whistles, and the 
effect of the strong whistles by a 
group of lusty countrymen is very 
striking. The song tells how Satan 
came to the old farmer, and said he 
must carry off his wife, to which the 
farmer answered: 

O! Welcome good Satan, with all my 
heart; 

I hope you and she will never more 
part! 

But in the nether regions the old 
woman proved too much for the imps 
of darkness, whose brains she knock- 
ed out with her pattens, so Satan 
carried her home, saying to the far- 
mer: 

I’ve been a tormentor the whole of 
my life, 

But ne'er was tormented till I took 
your wife. 

At the supper, a drinking horn 
would be passed around, and each man } 
would drink in turn, while the rest 
sang a chorus as he drank: “Drink 
up your liquor, and turn your cup 
over and over and over and oyer"’. 
During this ceremony the horn was 
not touched by the drinkers hands, | 
but it stood on a hat; when drained | 
it was thrown up and caught aurain | 
on the hat,

The various phases of the great 
civic scandal which will be the sub- 


sound almost unbelievable. Upon the 
plea of his wife’s confinement, Har- 
old Forbes, for ten years a trusted 
employee of the city, asked for holi- 
days. On September 2, when he had 
not returned, City Treasurer W. ,H. 
Davis commenced inquiries and dis- 
covered that Forbes left the city on 
the day on which he was granted 
holidays, leaving his young wife in 
the hospital where a baby was born 
a few days later. 

A week spent in scrutinizing Forbes 
books followed and then shortages 
of approximately $32,000 were located. 
A warrant for embezzlement was then 
issued against Forbes. Mayor T. W. 
Jutten immediately engaged C. S. 
Scott and company, chartered accoun- 
tants, to examine the treasury de- 
partment books, The auditors, twelve 
of them, have been at work even since 
and after a month or more of probing 
they discovered Forbes’ shortages to 
total the enormous sum of $60,000, 
nearly double the original estimate 
made by the city treasurer. 

It is predicted that the auditors’ 
report will show a lamentable condi- 
tion in the treasury which permitted 
such huge defaleations to go undetect- 
ed, but at the same time it is explain- 
ed that Forbes used much ingenuity 
in covering up his shortages. He 
checked over all tax receipts and sent 
{them to the bank. In doing so, he ex- 
‘tracted several large amounts, hiding 
this by delaying the entry on the re- 
ceipt side of the ledger until the fol- 
lowing month. A large item of cash 
received in the next month would be 
| used to balance this another delayed 
entry recorded for it. At first it was 
j thought that these manipulations ex- 
[tended back only as far ag last May, 
| but the auditors now state that they 
| 80 back into last year. 

This disclosure was followed quick- 
ly by information handed by Ald. GC, 
L, Aitchison to Mayor Jutten to the 
effect that a civic employee was con- 
ispiring with outsiders to defraud the
